VVlxen organ— 
itod, it consisbod of eightocn mombors and also includod, in addltion, 
n Gold Cross Qnit of twelve membars. Tho books do not reflsct what 
happened to the Gold Cross Unit, but do reflect that tho memborship of 
the group remoined constant until 1939, in which year the group deollnad 
to only two active aManbero, and no cvidence of existonce as an organ- 
Ized unit Is to be found in 19U0 at all. A letter of Ootober, 1939, 
Indioatos that a reason for the dropping off In memborship was tha 
feeling that tho orgardzatloh was in some way under the infiuence or 
eontrol of some persoris other than the Ukrainians themsolves.

Speoial Agents 7/. P. CAIiD7?£IiL, T» 5. H0PKHIS, and the 
■wntor eontacted BASIL ONYSHKO’.?, Preoldent of the ODT/B Group at 
his law Office at 527 Socond Avenue, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvaixla, at 
whlch time he naintalned that ha had no records of the organization 
whatsoever, and rofused to pozmit tho Agents to seorch his Office. 
Theraupon, the aubpocna ducua tecum Traa aervcd upon him, and he 
assisted the Agents in obtainlng all material considared by thera to be 
pertlnant In tho subjoct organization. ONYSIIKOT stated that tho ODRU 
organieatlon la Inactivc in tho Pittsburgh Area at the presant time, 
and. In fact, waa nover vory aotive at any time. Ho odmlttod that he 
Is considared to bo t>u9 Icador of tho organization in Uils arna. 

A large ainount of material, consloting of booka, can- 
coUed oheoka, and partlcularly oorrespondence, was obtalnod, muoh 
of whlch waa quickly asoortalnod to be puroly personal or pertain- 
Ing to OD'/.TJ lawpractlco, political affaira, and in no way pertinont 
to . the Ukrainlon political sltuåtlon. 

A largo amount of correopondonce from the 0D’VU at How 
York City coverlng tho psrlod from 1931 to dato was examlned and 
Indicat^ that OIHfOHKQ-V waa cpnslderod tho loader among the Nationol- 
iats in the Pittsburgh area. Tho correspondence alao indicatod that 
assistance qf hin in. organizlng a looal group amont; the Ukrainians 
In thls area waa nueb sought after by the Central Ceranitteo. 

Tha flles of correspondenoo also indicatod that CNYSIlKOTir 
has been. In the past, a political flguro locally at leaat to the oxtant 
of being used to draw votos from tho Okralnian popxilation around Pitts- 
burgh. Huoh oorrospondenoe was addréssed to hin as President of the 
Leagao of Liberation of the Ukraina^ which waa indicated as havingbeen 
in eadstence for some years prior to 1931 wlien the OL^tV began to corrss- 
pond with him, and to have remained in at least noniiuil oxlatenoo 
wlth headquartors at 527 Second Avenue, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, \mtil 
X93d> lettortdselng observed addressod to him as President of thls 
organlsation at the aforementionsd addresa.
